MOODY. 

D. L. Moopy axp Hr Work. By the Rev. W. Hi.

So much has been written and said about Mr. 
Moody; so universally known is the character of 
the man and of bis work,—especially in this 
city, the scene for nearly twenty years of bis 
evangelistic Jabors,—that a book bearing the title 
copied above would seem to be a superfiuous 
work, having po particular uses fave as a catch- 
penny, and incapable of presenting matter of 
frech and lively interest. Yet never was a seem- 
ing ease more completely contradicted by the 
actual facts. Those who know Mr. Moody best, 
as well as those who know him least, will 
find this volume, relating the wonderful 
story of his life, one of uncommon fascination. 
It is cleverly written by a spicy and vigorous nar- 
rator. and its materialis of the most moving 
and exciting nature. The plain, anglossed hin- 
tory of Mr. Moody makes of hima bero whore 
erratic, unexpected, unstudied actions, born cf 
impulee and full of power, are invested with sir:- 
gular attraction. The secret of the mans 
ascendency lies in his simple, unaffected, unrc- 
strained energy. He is intensely earnest, and 
earnestness is the great force in human lif«. 
Nothing can stand in the way of it. 

Like many another great man whose influence 
bas been felt in the world, Mr. Moody was born 
and reared in the hard school of poverty. His 
mother was left a widow with seven hittle children 
dependent upon her for bread, A few weeks 
after the father’s death, the mother gave birth 
to twins, and two mouths more were added 
to those that her woman's hands must 
nil, The humble home of the fam- 
ilv—a cottage with an acre or two 
of land about it—was heavily mortgaged; and 
the friends of the burdened widow advised ber 
to give away her children, and, void of thoir 
weighty care, make shift for herself. But no; 
the biood that runs in the veins of heroes 
coursed in her own ; and, by diot of slavish toil, 
thrifty management, and some little help won by 
her resolute independence, she contrived to keep 
her little flock together, and bring them up to 
man and womanhood, under the influence of a 
mother’s loving wa:chfalness. It is not strange 
that the son of such a mother should bave the 
spirit and force of a Hercules. 

Dwight Lyman grew to young-manhood with a 
vigorous constitution, thews and sinews as of 
steel, a sturdy spirit, ready wit, and an indomita- 
ble will. He had the advantage of twelve terms 
at the village-school; but he was not in any way 
book-minded, and the last term was half spent 
before he roused up to the fact that learn- 
ing was a useful thing. li was then too 
late to redeem the lost time, and Dwight part- 
ed with bis school-privileges without haviog 
ma stered well even the art of reading. As fo, 
religion, the only religion he yet professed wag 
hia iove for his mother, who was the one person 
im the world that could control hi: untamed 
spirit. That mother was a Unitarian by creed ; 
but her sorrows and trials had drawn her very 
near the Father of her fatherless children, and 
the genuineness and sufliciency of her Christian 
faith need not be questioned. 

Soon after Dwight had turned 17, he struck 
out from the home of his boyhood, determined 
to make a place for himself in the world. His 
mother had brothers in Boston,—one a prosper- 
ous merchant in the boot-and-shoe trade. Of 
him be was too proud to ask a situation, feeling 
that it should be offered him; but, after wan- 
dering fruitiessly for days around the streets of 
the strange city in search of work, his haughty 
spirit yielded, and he sued for as place 
with his uncle, which was immediately 
given bim. Bis ambition, energy, and shrewd- 
ness qualified him for quick success in the arts 
of trade; and it was not long before Dwignt 
surpassed every other salesman in the establish- 
ment in the extent and profit of the business he 
accomplished. ‘This eminence he afterwards 
maintained so long as he co@tinued in trade. 

One of the conditions imposed upon the tad, 
when he eatered his uncle's house, was, that he 
should regularly attend service and Suoday- 
school at the Mt. Vernon Church. It was not 
long before the earnest labors of minister and 
teacher resulted in the youth’s conversion; and 
his conversion, like everything else im his ex- 
perience, was very hearty and demonstrative. 
When he applied for admission into the Church, 
he was found to bein possession of abundance 
of sound faith aod purpose, but lamentably want- 
ing in doctrine. He was ready and anxious to be- 
come a soldier of Christ, but as yet knew and 
thought nothing of the orthodox methods b 
which a religious warfare was, in accordance wi 
established precedents, to be conducted. He 
was put upon a sort of probation for s time, and 
in May, 1855, received into the Church. Here 
he speedily betrayed the zeal and energy that 
characterized him, and ightway became con- 
spicuousiy and uncomfortably active. His great 
fondness for speaking and praving in the meet- 
ings had to be suppressed; for the abrupt, di- 
rect young man did not his 8 aod 
manner by conventional customs. is, With 
otber restrictions, fretted the ardent soul of the 
zealous convert ; and, before long, he turned his 
face tothe broad, free West, where things, re- 
ligions and otherwise, are less refined and hem- 
pered than in Boston. 

In September, 1856, Mr. Moody, then aged bat 
19, came to Chicago. A business situation was 
soon secured, similar to the one he bad left. 
This absorbed his energies during the week-days, 
leaving the evenings and Sundays to be dévoted 
to bis favorite work of wi recruits for the 
army of the Lord. He joined a co 
and, hiring four pews, made it first duty to 
keep them filled with young men every Sunday. 
This accompli there was an immense reserve 
of surplus force that must somehow be expend- 
ed in active religions about

titul gifts of maple-sugar, was one desperate 
cade that long resisted all approaches : 

He was a sort of chief among the gutter-eni w 
partiy because pa me og him, and Se bepomaae 
they feared him, wed him to be a perfect tyrant 
ovec them, It was a long time before they could get 
be.w enough to this young ruflian to speak to bim ; 
but even he at last was caught with the missionary 
sugar, and invited to come to the missiou-school, 

it was a cold day in February; but the only gar- 
ment he had on wasa nian’s old overcoat, so ragged 
that it pad to be stitched together around his body, 
giving bim the appearance of being sewed up in a 
great, dirty bag. A big pair of shoes, and paper 
wrapped around his legs, compieted his winter-cos- 
fume. In this outfit he made his « ee, one 
Sunday, at the dvor of the North ket School. 
Moody, catching sight of him, gave bim his hand, 
pulled nim in, and, marching with him the whole 
sength of the room, gave him a piace in a class, with 
the same kindness and attention he would have shown 
to Sr best-ciressed boy on the North Side.

The book brings the history of Mr. Moody and 
his work down to bis late return from England, 
It is not too much to say that, of the many muis- 
sionaries, the great evangelist who bas been the 
means of sending into the field this, with which 
he bas bad directiy nothing whatever to do, will 
prove inferior to nove in efficioncy. It will m- 
prese every reader with the conviction that, if 
there were enough such meno and such books to 
reach all the world, there would nowhere remain 
a lack of respect for truth, faith, and good

Spanish. ' 

There can be no doubt, after reading this 
lucid prefatory, that the autbor is capabie of at- 
tempting any conceivable literary performance. 
Is he not familiar with seven ancient and mod- 
ern languages ? 

Passing on to the Introduction of the volume, 
to note how the author takes up his pretentious 
work, we find in the early beginning the aaser- 
tion that the plan of the book nas the merit “ of 
the most entire originality.” ‘‘Nobody wil] 
readily believe,” very candidly adds the writer, 
‘that, after the most inventive minds have been

Thereupon remarks Mr. M.wcheth, *‘ Two things 
might almost scare you fron the etudy of these 
forms of expression.” The first of these alarm- 
ing circumstances, we baste: to inform the read- 
er, is the great number of the figures: 
220, “besides many elegant sub-variecties.” In 
contemplation of this 


frightfal circumstance calcu to deter one 
from the study of figures, is their hard names, — 
*“ meaningless save to such as are profound in 
Greek, by which rhetors catriogue the weapons 
of oratory.” But the author soothes our fears 
on this point by pledging liimself to explain 
every ‘‘crabbed many-syliabled term ” he u-ves. 

And he is nobly true to his promise. The 
first figure he introduces, tle Apbaresis, is 
translated into Front-cat ; the second, Syncope, 
is rendered into Mid-cut; Apccope, inte End- 
eut; Hypallage, into The Cart Before the 
Horse ; Asyndeton, iato Lack of Ands; aad 
so forth. Insieuces need not be maltiplied to 
prove the fidelitv and elegance with which the 
pledge is fulfilled. 

The gratuitous way in which Mr. Macbeth 

out bis treasures of leara (og upon his em- 
rrassed reade:s is exhibited ia the following 
quotations: ‘Joseph Addison, in one of bis 
wonderfully-graceful papers in the Spectator 
which renowned perwodical was bequn in 1710 and 
discontinued in 1714,—thus ridicules these 
names.” ‘* Washington Irving, in his ‘Geoffrey 
Crayou's Tales of a Traveler,’—tohich, like his 
‘ Life of Washington,’ gives by no means a great 
impression of power,—puts it thos.” “To 
Demosthenes, also,—/fi u translated by your 
author,—very frequeutly will reference be made; 
and to the words of Jesus, that coruscate with 
figures, especiaily such figures as take for grant- 
ed the respousibility, the free will, and the great 
faculties of men.” The italics are ours. 

Mr. Macbeth's own wonderful fecundity in 
figures of speech is tlustrated in te terms used 
in speaking of the Deicy, who isin tarn desig- 
nated as the All-Encircling, the Groat Thinker, 
the God-Patron, the Vast Pervader, etc., etc. 

But, having in all this time got no farther 
than the first two or three pages of the Introduc- 
tion tothe * Might and Mirth of Literature,” 
we give over the book to the readar, who can 
exhaust its riches at bis leisure.

The lover and the student of metrical litera- 
ture will gratefully welcome the present volume. 
It has been carefully prepared with a reference 
to its practical value, and worthily fills the place, 
until now vacant, of a historical review of Brit- 
ish poetry during the last forty years, or the Vic- 
torian age. The writer is exceptionally qualified 
for the office of critic and biographer of poeta, 
being himself a poet, a scholar, and a man of 
liberal, discriminating, aod analytical mind. 

It has been his effort, in the work now fin- 
ished, while pointing out the various and dis. 
tinctive qualities of the poets under review, to 
define the aim and constituents of poetry, and 
to illustrate the diverse phases of the poetical 
art and life. In the study of each of the fore- 
most poets, an opportunity has opened for treat- 
ing some peculiar feature of the poetic tempera- 
ment, and its form and faculty of expression; 
and thus the sphere and scope of reflective, 
idyilic, lyric, and dramatic poetry, have been 
clearly determined. In surveying the achieve- 
ments of the modern era, as displayed by Mr. 
Stedman, a new impression is gained of its 
vigor, refinement, aud composite naiure. It is 
gratifying to accept the well-verified opinion, that 
the try of the present age, though less dra- 
matic than that of the reign of Elizabeth, is dis- 
tinguished by many noble and lasting qualities.

Overton will convene the 
Chichasaw Legislature (the Choctaw Council be- 
ing already at work) to take action, and settle 
the question at once and forever. 
THE ETHNOLOGICAL STATUS 
of the thirty-three tribes inhabitiog this Terri- 
tory is given below, for those curious in that 
direction: The Cherokees, Creeks, «Choctawa, 
Chickasaws, and Seminoles have habits, nsanvers, 
and custome, very similar to each other. The 
Cherokee langaage bas an alpbabet of ‘eighty- 
six letters aud characters (Sequoyab, who was 
practically their Cadmus, invented many, if not 
all, of them), and is dissimilar to all others. The 
Creeks and Seminoles speak the same language, 
—the latter being “runaways” from the Creek 
(or Muskogee) Nation in remote times. The 
Creeks and Choctaws bavye a few words alike,— 
both having a few French words borrowed; and 
the Choctaws and Chickasaws, except in the 
manner of pronunciation, speak substantially 
the same language. The Osages and Kaws 
bave almost entirely the same language. The 
prairie tribes use mainly signs and gestures in 
conversation, and yet have a few words of Span- 
ish in their talk.

HOW TO UTILIZE THE FREEDMEN. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Crockzerr, Tex., Oct. 25.—Here,; in Texas, 
we have thousands of freedmen who do not pro- 
dace one-fourth of what it will require to feed 
them; and the consequence is a catalogue of 
crime, as evidence of ademoralized system of 
labor. The great majority of the white popula- 
tion-do not understand how to apply the negro 
to free labor. They think that whip and spur 
are the only incentives for the former slave. 
The old slaveholder is not the man to look 
upon his former slave as a reasoning being. 
That would be a condescension to which he 
would never consent. He looks upon the negro 
as upon a mule, and believes that only brute 
force can make him work. There is no sympathy 
or confidence between the whites and the blacks. 
Each strives to make the most offof the other. Lf 
any stock is missing, the negro is charged with 
its theft; but itis not always the negro who is 
the criminal. 

The question is, How are we to make valuable 
all this demoralized labor, so indispensable to 
the cotton and sugar districta of the South ? 
We must first consider the negroes as_ social 
beings by natare, who must necessarily live in 
communities. When seatiered about, with no 
assurance of a bome, they cannot labor cheer- 
fully; but, whem gathered in small colonies, 
they seem perfectly happy; and; like school- 
children, they want Saturday as a vlay-day. I 
speak of those who have always lived upon plan- 
tations, They aré children of Nature, and must 
80 be dealt with. 

I believe a colony of 50, with a schoolhouse 
that could be used as a church also, with com- 
fortable cabins and plenty of plain food, would 
produce from a section of land more cotton, 
sugar, or grain, than 500 now average, 
take them as they are now, scattered 
through the woods or prairies, on small patches 
of'land. If a negro raises a bale of cotton, and 
takes it to the merehant who gave him a small 
credit upon a gold basis, the merchant pays 
only currency prices for the cotton; and, when 
a balance is struck, the negro is told that the 
cotton paye only half of his debt. They do not 
keep any account; they have no idea of values, 
and know nothing of the economy of farming.

This one well, then, according to this certifi- 
cate, is producing fuel equal to 50,000 bushels of 
coal per day, or 13,250,000 bushels per annum ;

Since these experiments were made, another 
well, the Delemater, was struck, which, from the 
noise made and volume of flame produced, 1s be- 
lieved to be much larger.

The Roman Catholic, the Greek, and Protest- 
ant Episcopal Churches prohibit the reading of 
the burial service over the body of the suicide, 
except in the case of one who died while insane. 
The statute law of England prohibitsit in all cases. 
At the time of the Reformation io England, the 
suicide’s property was confiscated to compensate 
the State for the loss of a subject, his body was 
buried at the cross-roads, and a stake was driven 
through it to mark the detestation of the law, 
and to deter others from the crime. This very 


use many years ago. but it was not repealed until 
the fourth year of George IV.’s reign, and even 
then, to manifest the horror of the law at the 
act of suicide, it was ordered that the body, 
which might be placed in a churchyard, or other 
consecrated ground, should be buried at night 
and without the performance of religious rites. 
The Indians of South America, when oppressed 
beyond endurance by their Spanish conquerors, 
made away with themselves im great numbers. 
They were checked only by being told that, if 
they did not desist from the practice, their mas- 
ters would commit suicids too, and follow them 
into the next world, where their toils and tor- 
ments should be incroased tenfold, This threat 
bad the desired effect. There is little suicide 
among the North American Indiaus. It is only 
the squaws who kill themselves. Thev always 
do this by hanging to a tree, and invariably 
select the smallest tree that will answer the pur- 
ee believing that in the next world they will 

obliged to drag the tree about with them for- 
ever.

Josephus says thatin Judea the body of the 
mav who had. n bis own life was not buried 
till after sunset: ~ In some partie of India suicide 
was once considered meritorious, but the seif- 
immolation of widows on the funeral es of 
their husbands is no lopger permitted. In China 
suicide is by no meams uncommon, and no dis- 
grace attaches to the victim of his own violence, 
or to his family. In Japan suicides are frequent. 
and the taking of opa’s life is often looked upon 
as meritorious. When an official hag failed 1m the 
performance of his duty he has the privilege of 
performing hari-kari, or disomboweling him- 
self, to save him the disgrace of dying the 
band of the executioner. If be avails bimseif 
of the privilege bis property is saved from for- 
feiture and his family from dishonor.

The leading produce markets were again slow yes- 
terday, except in provisions, being even less active 
than on the previous day. Breadstuffs generally were 
dull, there being an unusual absence of demand, and 
the shipping movement was almost stagnant. The 
uneasy feeling about freights, to which we alluded 
yesterday, is one cause of the dullness in trade, mak- 
ing speculative buyers hold off in hope of a further 
decline, while there is not much temptation to buy for 
shipment, as the East is already well supplied, and 
wheat is dragging there in consequence. There is 
generally a period of dulless in the markets near the 
close of lake navigation, but it seldom comes thus ear 
ly in the year. The finer weather was widely accepted 
a8 an augury of increased receipts, asa good many of 
the farmers have got through with the work of fall 
plowing, and will be able to turn their attention ‘o 
the marketing of grain if the condition of the country 
roads will permit it, This is another reason for the 
present independent attitude of buyers. 

Dry goods were quiet, with prices steady and un- 
changed. The demand for groceries was only fair, and 
the tone of the market was more favorable to buyers. 
C sugars were off an oc, with which exception there 
were no ‘appreciable changes. In the butter and 
cheese markets there was an easy feeling, but no quo- 
table decline, Dried fruits were moving with rather 
more freedom, and were generally firm. Fish were 
unchanged. The markets for coal, wood, leather, and 
bagging presented neo new features. Dealers in oils 
were having a moderate call for the leading lines, and 
were filling orders at about former quotations, The 
tea market still shows a want of vitality, and prices 
favor the buyer. 

Fair activity was reported by the retailers of lumber, 
and the common grades are firm, while uppers are in 
liberal supply, rather quiet, and easy. The cargo 
market was quiet and firm. Wool was quiet and firm 
in consequence of the recently developed strength at 
the East. The demand is light and chiefly for small 
lots to supply the wants of Western mills. Broom- 
corn continues active, but easy, under liberal receipts 
of inferior corn. Hops were quiet and steady. Hay 
was dull and weak at a decline, under liberal offerings 
of both pressed and loose prairie. The seed market 
was steady, timothy being moderately active, though 
weak, except prime to choice seed, Green fruits met 
with a fair local and outside inquiry, choice varietics 
ruling steady at the prices previously given.

THE NEW CORN. 

A commission merchant in this city has just return- 
ed from a tour through Lillinois, during which he crit- 
ically examined the condition of the new corn crop, 
and obtained ell the information possible in regard to 
it. The following are his conclusions ; 
Farmers have commenced gathering the new crop of 
corn, and there is a general disappointment as to the 
yield, it being found that the crop has been injured to 
a much greater extent than was at first supposed, while 
the quality has been found far inferior even to that 
produced last year; it seems to be light and “ chaffy”; 
there are some exceptions, but this as a rule will be 
found correct throughout the corn-growing sections of 
Illinois and Iowa. 
Firet—In gathering the new corn it has been found 
that it takes six rows of corn to fill a common wagon- 
box with ears, when it was expected that it would take 
but four. 
Secona— When the wagon-box ioad is weighed it is 
found to average about 26 to 27 bu, while the crop of 
1872 averaged 31 to 32 bu to the load. 
Third—When the corn is shelled it is found that a 
bushel of ears does not, on an average, produce with— 
in 5 to 7 Ibs as much shelled corn as the crop of 1872. 

LUMBER PROSPECTS FoR 1875-'6., 

It is stated that several East-Shore lumbermen are 
actually going to reduce their cut of logs this winter, 
and the opinion is expressed that the total cut, on this 
lake at least, will be smaller than in recent years. 
Such reports are always circulated at this time, ap- 
parently for no other purpose than to incite every- 
body to log to their fall capacity ; at any rate that has 
always been the result. But this fall the report is for- 
tified by the statement that many lumbermen, 
who have suffered, in common with all, from 
the effects of over-production, are unable to ob- 


banks. Some well-to-do manufacturers state positively 
that they shall reduce their cut materially, and one 
instance is cited where an experienced manufacturer 
of Grand Haven has decided not to cut a log, and will 
not run bis mill next season unless there should be an 
opportunity to saw lumber for others, Probably there 
are other lumbermen who will do little, if any, more. 
But, notwithstanding all these reports, there will un- 
doubtedly be a fair average crop next season. As 
stated in Tue TRrsune a fow weeks ago, some dealers 
intend to put in a larger crop this winter than last, 
though some of these parties will select logs suitable 
for a class of lumber that. does not properly 
enter imto competition with the ordinary grades, 
Advices from Saginaw indicate the usual prep- 
arations for logging m that district, 
and probably the usual amount of work will be done

The next day, Monday, I crossed the Save, and 
weut through the distriata where the fighting 
bad been; and was shown three bodies of the in- 
surgen’s that had been fixed by the Turks tothe 
willows oveibangivg the stream, Another body 
was also shown to me backed about and mnti- 
lated by the Turke on Saturday. By 10 o'clock 1 
had seen enough, and was just about to return 
when firing was heard in the woods. A body of 
6°0 Turks bad come up, and were attacking the 
outposts. The insurgents at once formed and 
advanced about 200 stroog. The woods favored 
them immensely, and in less than two hours 
they put the Turks to flight. It wasa wild, 
furious onslaught on both sides, the insurgents 
winning bv sheer phvsical force and aodacity. 
Evidently the Turks had no proper leader, for 
they buddied torecher in grouos, aud of course 
presented a good mark for the insurgents, who 
advanced separately and from all sides. The 
losses were thirty-four Turks kilied—no quarter 
givepo—ard a good many wounded, for I 
saw several being carried away. More were 
killed in the pursuit, and altogether there were 
forty-seven heads brought in, which, with the 
tw@nty-six from Saturday's fighting, were viled 
up by the side of the Wrbas, and, as I heard 
afterwards, burned that night. Next dav I 
again asked one of the leaders if he was not 
afraid of being surrounded; but he laughed 
at the idea. and said he bad his outposts two 
hours’ march off.. That was at 10:30 in the 
morning. He then left me—we were on the 
Austrian side of the Save—and ¢rossed over. 
Scarcely had he gained the opposite bank 
when there was suddenly a tremendous firing io 
the woods. Some forty or fifcy men who were 
camping on the bank jumped up and disappear- 
ed with their leader. é firing iucreased, and 
from time to time we could see tbe Turks crown- 
ing the patches of field bere and there amongst 
the woods. It agrees that 1,000 men had left 
Bavjaluka, 800 Derbend, and 500 Gradisca or 
Berber, had obtained commuvitation early 
that morning and completely hemmed in the 
angle formed by the Wrbas and the Save. The 
firng went on till 2:30, when the insurgents 


| were forced to take flight, and soon appeared 


breaking through the osiers that fringe the 
river. Boats were sent across for them, and 
about forty men sneceeded in gaiuing our 
side with their arms, before the Turks ap- 
peared. Then there was a regular hunt. Here 
and there an insurgent broke through, 
plunged into the Save, and was drowsed 
or shot. Seven were drowned and five. shot in 
the water, whilst another balf dozen or 86 were 
butchered on shore. During the night some 
more dropped in, making a total of seventy-two 
men out of 308. What hed become of the rest 
bo one knew, but they said that they had killed 
a great number of Turks before they had been 


forced to retire, and that their own losses had } 


not been beavy. Anyhow, the band has been 
dispersed for the present, and the hills’ close to 
the Save are now occupied by the Turks, whose 
watch-fires dotted-the peaks around for a dis- 
tance of a mile anda half. They were still there 
on Sunday night when I again passed the place 
in the steamer on my way to Sissek.

Ciaflin & Co., of New York City, Meld 
te Answer. 

New Yorn, Nov. 5.—Judge Benedict to-day 
rendered his decision onthe motion to quash 
the criminal! indictment against the firm of H. b, 
Claflin & Co., who were indicted for connection 
with the silk smuggling frauds. Judge Bevedict 
sustained the indictment with the exception of 
the fourth count. The opinion in brief is as 
follows: The indictment contains four counts: 
First, tbat of concealing smuggied goods ; sec-

There is 
aléo the additional statement that the go ids were 
Autiable goods, introdaced into New York from 
France. Judged by the above the description is 
sufficient. 

The next objection is that the illegality in the 
importation of these goods is not pro- 
perly stated. In support of this objec- 
tion, proposition is advanced that an 
indictment for buvmge goods which have 
been brought into the United States contrary to 
law must set out the offense committed in the 
original importation with the same particalarity 
that would be requ red ia an indictment for the 
original offense. Such proposition cannot be 
maintained. 

The next objection, that Sec. 4 af the act of 
1866 cannot be applied on other cases than that 
of smuggied goods, need not be entertained here 
for this indictment is confined to such a case. 

‘The Court proceeds to define the word smug- 
glog, and adopts the statutoyy definition of 15.4 
The real difficulty of defendaots does not lie ia 
the form or manner of the indictment, but in tbe 
fact that the charge made does not conform to 
the proofs which they suppose the Government 
tobave.

RATLROADS. 
THE CHICAGO & ALTON CASE. 
Speciai Dispatch to I'he Chicaco Tribune. = 

Srrincyietp, Illl., Nov. 5.—The Chicago & 
Alton Railroad suit was resumed this morning 
before Judge Zane. The people presented an 
amended declaration, drawn to conform to the 
decision of the Supreme Court just announced. 
To tbis the defendant demurred, presenting two 
objections : First, that the declaration did not 
allege corrupt or willful intent to violate the law; 
and, second, that it did not allege that the Rail- 
Commissioners bad prepared a schedule of rates 
for ali of the railroad corporations organized in 
the State. The demuirer was supported 
in a lengthy argument by Judge B. 8. 
Edwards and dJudge ©. Beckwith for 
the Railroad Company, and opposed by 
Hamilton Spencer for the people. The Court 
overruled the demurrer. and sustained the 
declaration. What action the defendants’ coun- 
sel will now take is not now divuiged, although 
it is probable they will ask a continuance. 

The opivion of the Railroad Commissioners 
and their counsel in regard to the Supreme 
Court decision just filed is that by implication it 
sustains the constitutionality of the law and re- 
verses the case only upon a question ot picading 
techoical in itself and not touching the merits of 
the case. They will proceed to prosecute this 
Chicago & Alton case and others in their 
bands with such vigor as they can, fully ex- 

ng the Supreme Court to finally sustain 
em and the law when a case shall reach that 
court in the shape indicated by tle late decision. 

The raijrvad counsei consider it as teaoding in 
their favor, as it indicates a disinclination on 
the part of the Supreme Court to decide the 
main question against them. They intimate, 
however, that whatever may be the result in the 
Supreme Coart of this State on the pending 
cases, if against them they wii! submit only after 
final decision by the Federal Court of lass resort.

Other schemes are set forth and 
complained of, such as using stamps a second 
time, failiog to destroy stamps, failing to make 
proper returns, etc. It is known that some 
ee and Py have also been in- 

icted for complicity in the frauds trat 
by distillers and rectifiers. we, 

_ THE BILLS FOUND 

are separable into two classes: one comprising 
pearly all the names of culprits who have been 
committed by Commissioner Hoyne, and whose 
pames have accordiogly been given to 
the public through the papers, together 
with a statement of the frauds alleged against 
each ove. This class comprises the members of 
the firms of Goisen, Fastman & Co., Roelle, 
Junker & Co., Parker R. Mason, Andrew C 
coran, RK. P. Hutchins, Isaac Ratishanser, 
Mosers. G. G. Russell, J. P. Furlong, Joseph 
Schiosser, R. H. Watson. J. W. Hood, G. D. 
Phelps, O. R. Hovey, J. Turner, E. Record, 3. 
Morse, J. P. Ford, H. G. Hersting, J. G. Will- 
letnsoo, aud many others whose names have 
from time to time come to light. This class will 
be served with bencn warrants and brought into 
court as fast as maybe. When they are ar- 
raigoed they will, of course, have to renew the 
bail which they gave before Commissioner 
Hoyne when arrested, . 

ANOTHER CLASS OF OF FENDERS

It is not deemed proper to 
give the names at present, or until the indicted 
parties bave been apprehended. 

Of course, gossip has been busy with the 
names of the persons who are supposed to have 
been indicted, but, as is common, report has 
gone sadly astray in most, cases.

THE ST. LOUIS INDICTMENTS,

He has never had an intimatioo from any source 
tbas bis name was to be presented to the Grand 
Jury, and he knows nothing of, nor has he ever 
had any connection, directly or indirectly, with 
the Whisky Ring. Uptil he received reliable in- 
formation that some action had been taken by 
the Grand Jury, he will have nothing to say. 
Of the man Fitzroy, who, it is stated, turned 
State’s evidence, he knows nothing, although he 
believes he did see him once, and only once, in 
St. Louis.

THE PITTSTON BANK-ROBBERY. 


Pittston, Pa., Nov. 3.—Our town this morn- 
ing ie io a fever of excitement over the elections 
and the difcussion of one of the most adroit 
bavk-robberies ever committed in this or, proba- 
bly, any other section of the state. The First 
National Bank of this place was the victim, and 
was most suillfully entered, but not without the 
finest kind of labor on the part of. profes- 
sionals. What makes the matter mofe won- 
detful is thas the bavk is provided with « 
alarm-bell, which is attached to a 
building near vy, and electric wires connect with 
the bell from almost every conceivable point of 
entrance to thetbavk. The ounilding is a one 
story brick, wiih a flat roof cloping from front 
to rear and extending back about 50 feet. In 
rear of tbe building is @ lot, inclosed at the fur- 
ther end with alow sled, which ts built upon 
Several ladders have rested upon this 
The back is bounded on the 
north by a gable-roofed, three-story brick buid-

Toe debris was thrown to one 
side. but in'kuch a position a8 not to interfere 
wtth a ready passage from the va iit to the aper- 
ture in the oof. The opemme once mace, a fine 
rope ladder, left py the thieves, was le: down, 
and i: this way the floor of the vault was gained, 
a distance of about 8 feet from the top of 
the arch. 

T.° v ult ccptain d, pesides the books of the 
bauk, three Mervin sphericai cafes, which were 
stationed at t!e end o1p site the dvors. A pgar- 
jet was suspeoded in the centre of the vauit, 
and this the burglars lit to erabie them to we 
ceed with their work. A hole was drilied into 
the lock of onerof the safes, and this was 
charged with vitro givocerine, it is thought. A 
five linen cord was then made fas. to the elect ic 
fuse aitiched to the cord, aed this co:id was 
made to run through email screw rings placed 
in adjacent shelves, and so ca! ried on to the roof, 
from which the shot was undoupted!y fired, as 
it would bave been impossible for any person 
to have withstood the concussion caused by the 
explosion, as suuwn by the inper door of the 
vault, which waa veut vearlydouble. Tas latcer 
was wade of baif-incb iron. 

The theory 1 that after the explosion the 
burglars descended to the vault and ransacked 
the contents of the safe, which was successfu.ly 
blown open, But they found little for their 
pains. as novhing was discovered but a jot of 
currency aod a quantity of mutilated bills, A 
bag containing about $100 in nickels was dis- 
covered, and the whole was probably rewoved at 
once to the roof, as it was subsequently dis- 
covered there. 

The thieves now proceeded (itis supposed) to 
ie work of opeoing the second safe, fur wh n 
tHe vault was opened this morni.s the outside 
covering of the lock was foun’ blown off. It is 
thought that the second explosion awoke the 

ovrietor of the boarding-house next door, for 
eataoy rate sorang out of bed and informed 
bis wife that he believed something wrong was 
going on ivside the bauk. He bastily put on 
his pants, and, with aa open kerosepe-iamp. 
went dowo-stairaim his bare feet and around 
the rear of the bank. When be got th re he 
was confronted by as mao who leaped from 
the iaider, who in turn was quickly fol- 
lowed by apotber, and still another, the latter 
baving jumped from the roof. Ao alarm was 
raised, but the thieves had made good their 
escape Lefore assista:ce arrived. lnformation was 
sent at once to the President and Cashier of the 
bank, who arrived subsequently and made ao 
examination of affairs. In the sudden flight of 
the burgiare they were c »mpelled to leave aimost 
all their paraphernalia, such as jimmies, screws, 
bits, braces, fuses, bar-iron, putty-kuives, rope- 
ladders, aod skull-caps. Oneof the latter was 
an e@aborate affair, woven of the finest silk and 
of many colors, All the tools left zave evidence 
that none but the most skillful professionals 
were engagedin the robbery. The money re- 
moved tothe roof was iefs, of course, together 
with two complete suits of overails of dara bice 
stuff. Monev was eunsequentiy fomd about 
the building, but 10 very email amounés.

Khe Atonement ne im the Myth eof 
Prometheus. 

The close of Longfellow's new poem, like that 
of Goethe's ‘*‘ Faust,” intimates an atonement 
through punishment.—a lesson that the myth of 
Promeihens elsewhere inculcaies. The *‘ Phedo” 
of Plato expresaly states that ** those who have 
comunitted crimes which, though great, are not 
unpardonable,” are plunged into Tartarus, 
whence they emerge by the Rivers Cocytus and 
Pyripbiegetbon, and “are carcied back ayain 
into Tartarus, and thence into the nvers un- 
ceasingly, until they obtain mercy from those 
whom trey have wronged.” Here, co: tainly, is 
reconciliation and ‘‘ atonement thrvugh punieh- 
ment,” under the ‘Olympian regime.” I: ia 
mo.e futiy ex: lained in Plato’s “Gorgias,” and

In further diecussioa of this interestiug sub- 
ject, the Springtie d Republican says :

Probabiv the reader will recognize 
Dr. Woo.sey as neither beretical vor poetically 
fauciful; yet in his edition of the “ Piome- 
theus” of Aiechylius, the New Haven scholar 
says (pp. 74-5 of the edition of 1872) : 

There isin this fable (of Prometheus) a striking 
resem biance to the Scriptural account of the fail of 
man, though it may be bard to easy whether the fable 
grew up on Greek ground, or wae an aitered form of 
an old:tradition. Bat what shall we say of tie inter- 
position of Jupiter's son, ana af the vaina borne dy 
Charon for Prometieua + which are atraficely tike tae 
jast and greatest truth af revelation’ Llow can We 
think that heathen fabies knew aught of what was but 
darkly seen, even by Jewish prophets 7? 

If this question of Dr. Woolsey is to be taken 
as expressing a doubt rather thas as pointing to 
a remarkable comncidence, perhaps it can best be 
anewered by Mr. Giadscone, who io bis *‘ Homer 
aud tae Homeric Age” express .y gives bis sacc- 
tion to the doc:rime thas the Homeric relation of 
Jupiter, Apolio, aod Muimerva, is precisely, 
though fantasically, that of the Father. Son, 
aod Holy Spirit, in the Christiano theology. In 
seeking to account for these unmistakable co- 
incidences between the Geek and Biolical le- 
gends, Mr. Gladstone has thie striking passage, 
which we commend to our friend's caretul atten- 
tiop before he again speaks of “‘ emt: oidering 
the pagan legend with the devices of a later and 
purer theology ”

for granted a broad line of demarkation veiween those 
who live within the pale of revelation and the residue 
of mankind. But Holy Scripture does not appear to 
recoguize such a severance in any manner until we

We have only to add that Homer, whatever 
we may .bink of bis persouaiity, dates back to 
aa eariy period in Hebiew history, aod chat 
Zechylus, who wrote out the myth of Promethe- 
us in elaborate Gramatic form, was contemporary 
wi.h Darius aod Xerxes, and wiote about 450 
yeais before the Christiano era. There is noth- 
ing toshow that either of them had direct ac- 
qiaip.ence with the Hebrew sacred books or 
with the Talmudic liierature,—sources which 
may possibly account for the Messianic prophe-

M Plymouth Church is really anxious to 
allow the great scandal to lapse into ob- 
scurity, the officers of that Society have a 
very queer way of accomplishing the desired 
result. @t is not easy to eee how or in what 
manner the action of the church meeting 
Thursday night was calculated to bury out of 
sight the disagreeable subject. The Examin- 
ing Committee, in secret session and with- 
out giving notice to that lady that any such 
step was contemplated, agreed to recommend 
the name of Mrs. Ewa R. Movuton be 
stricken from the membership roll on account 
of her continued absence from church-ser- 
vice. The first intimation of the mat- 
ter received by Mrs. MoviTon was 
a notice that the report of the Commit- 
tee would be presented at a church 
meeting Thursday night. She attended the 
meeting, accompanied by her counsel, Gen. 
Pryor, who read a letter in which she denied 
the justice of the expulsion, for the reason 
that her absence was an enforced one, arising 
from her unwillingness to attend the ministra- 
tions of a man guilty of adultery according to 
his own confession and that of Mrs. TrxTon, 
and also guilty of false swearing. Of course 
the report of the Examining Committee was 
concurred in, and Mrs, Moviron’s name was 
dropped from the Plymouth roll of member- 
ship. The spirited, courageous lady has man. 
aged to have the last word, however, and she 
has spoken it under circumstances which give 
the statement a weight and force not exceed- 
ed by her sworn testimony to the same effect 
on the witness-stand. And the great scandal 
is certainly no nearer oblivion than before. 


, THE RAILROAD LAW. 

The long-expected opinion of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois in the case of the Railroad 
Commissioners against the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railroad Company does not, 
we regret to say, determine the question 
whether the Railroad law is or is not consti- 
tutional. The suit was brought by the 
Attorney-General to recover the penalties 
prescribed by law for violation of the statute 
of May 2, 1873. The declaration contained 
nineteen counts for extortion and one for un- 
just discrimination. The Railroad Company 
pleaded specially. A demurrer. to the pleas 
was filed, which the Court below sustained. 
A trial was had without a jury, and, the Court 
finding the defendant guilty, a fine of $1,000 
was imposed. The case came before the 
Supreme Court on this record. 

The statute provides that if any railroad 
corporation shall charge or collect ‘“‘ more 
than a fair and reasonable rate of toll,” the 
same shall be deemed guilty of extortion. It 
further provides that if any railroad corpora- 
tion shall make any “unjust discrimination 
in its rates or charges,” it shall be deemed 
guilty, etc. These are the statutory defini- 
tions of the crimes. The act, however, fur- 
ther provided that the Railroad Commission- 
ers shall make for each of the railroad corpo- 
rations a schedule of reasonable maximum 
rates of charges for the transportation of 
freight, passengers, and cars; and that such 
schedules, in all suits brought under the act, 


dence that the rates therein named are rea- 
sonable maximum rates. In the declaration 
it was alleged that the sum demanded by.the 
Company ‘“‘exceeded a fair and reasonable 
toll.” The question was, Did this descrip- 
tion cover the statutory offense sufficiently ? 
The Supreme Court, reviewing the statute as 
a whole, decides that the statute providés 
how reasonable rates may be ascertained; 
that it provides that the rates in the schedule 
shall be held to be fair and reasonable, and 
that a disregard of the schedule rates isa 
necessary element of the offense defined by 
the statute. Until this schedule of rates was 
established the Court decides there eould 
have been no liability for unreasonable and 
extortionate charges. The schedules were 
intended to fix, so far as the Legislature 
could, the rates of railroad charges, and to 
punish the taking in excess of the fixed 
rates; at the same time the schedules were 
made merely prima facie evidence of what 
were reasonable maximum rates in order to 
avoid the objection made by the Courtina 
previous case, that it was not within the 
power of the Legislature to make any fixed 
rates conclusive of what was fair and reason- 
able. Therefore the Court held that, to con- 
stitute the offense intended by the statute, 
the rate taken must be in excess of the 
schedule rate, and it was necessary to aver 
that a schedule of rates had been established, 
and that the defendant had received compen- 
sation in excess of these rates. The sched- 
ule is more than evidence,—it is a fact upon 
which the action rests. Accordingly, the 
counts, one to nineteen, inclusive, were de- 
fective. 

In the matter of the twentieth count the 
declaration was that the Railroad Company 
transported from Quincy to Macomb *‘ one 
car-load of horses, commonly called ponies,” 
a distance of 59 miles, charging therefor the 
sum of $28.34, or at the rate of 48 cents a 
mile, and about the same time transported 
from Macomb to Chicago, a distance of 204 
miles, “one car-load of horses,” charging 
therefor only the sum of $55.70, or at the 
rate of 27 cents a mile,—thereby unjustly 
discriminating, etc. The statute defines this 
offense to be the charging a greater amount 
of compensation for any distance than is at 
the same time charged for the transportation 
in the same distance or like quantity of 
freight of the same class over a greater dis- 
tance of the same railroad. 

The Court holds that the count does not 
present a state of facts which shows a viola- 
tion of the statute; it does not aver that the 
freights were of the same class and like quan- 
tity; no averment is made as to the number 
or weight of the animals, nor of the size or 
class of cars containing them, etc. The 
judgment of the Court below was therefore 
reversed. 

In this judgment Justices Szzipon, Brresr, 
Craic, McAnuister, and Scorrconcur. But 
Judges McAuuirer and Scorr, while concur- 
ring in the judgment of the Court, dissented 
from the reasoning of the opinion so far as it 
may be said to assume the constitutionality 
of the law. 

Judges Waker and Scuourrenp held that 
were sufficient ; that the ere mat- 
ters of evidence ; that the offénses were ad- 
mitted ; and that the judgment below should 
have been affirmed.

ton. The intelligence that such men as | 
Gen. Bancocr, the President’s Private Sec- | 
retary, Onvitrz Grant, the Presidents | 
brother, the United States Marshal, and for- | 
mer United States Attorney of that District, | 
were implicated, was certainly unexpected, | 
and, as to one of them, few will believe it | 
until it is better proven. While it is not the | 
first time’ that corruption has been found | 
among men holding confidential relations | 
with the highest places, the prompt indict- | 
ment of such persons is something so un- 
usual as to excite surprise. People in high 
places often suffer from the misconduct of 
those whom they have been unfortunate 
enough to trust, but they rarely have the 
decision and the nerve to clear their own 
skirts by assisting in the exposure and prose- 
cution of those who have betrayed them. This 
is the proud position which the President 
occupies with relation to the Whisky Ring. 
He called Mr. Bristow to the head of the 
Treasury Department for the express purpose 
of driving the Whisky Ring to the wall. He 
may not have known or suspected that any 
persons intimately connected with him were 
plicated in the frauds (and it may turn ont 
that the charge is false), but that would only 
go toward establishing his own personal in- 
nocence and ignorance of the Ring’s opera- 
tions. Butsince he has had reason to sus- 
pect the implication of such persons, he has 
not wavered in his original purpose. He has 
enconraged the Secretary to go on, and spare 
nobody who is guilty. He referred to him 
communications touching these recent in- 
dictments with the assurance that he (the 
President) wuuld not interfere in behalf of 
any one implicated. ‘The result is found in 
the recent indictments which have been 
bronght against men whom he would have 
protected, if he protected any one. 

The fact that the President’s skirts are per- 
fectly clean in this whole matter is still 
further attested by the manner in which Or- 
vitt. Grant, Bascocn, United States Marshal 
Newcoms, and the two former District-At 
torneys are said to have been connected with 
the Ring. The charge is that they were in re- 
ceipt of a weekly stipend, in consideration of 
which they were to ‘* protect” the Ring from 
suffering the penalties of their crime in case 
of exposure. If the charge against them is 
true, which we do not believe, it shows they 
had not the power, and did not dare even to 
attempt to furnish the protection which was 
promised, and for which they are said to have 
received a portion of’ the plunder. 

But it must be kept in mind for the pres- 
ent that the recent St. Louis indictments 
have been found on the testimony of only 
one man, and that this person—J. N. Firzroy, 
formerly Deputy Collector—had once testi- 
fied that he did not know of the connection 
of McKzz and Macuire with the Ring, while 
he now swears that both of them received 
part of the corrupt fund. Such testimony, 
unsupported, would not convict before a 
petit jury norin the mind of any fair man. 
Uniess it can be supported by other testi- 
mony entitled to credit or by documentary 
evidence, there is no case against the persons 
last indicted. But the entire conduct of the 
war upon the Ring leaves no room for doubt 
that, if a clear case is made out against them, 
they will be convicted as certainly as Joycz 
was convicted.

These works, beginning at that part 
of the Miss ssippi River above the Falis of 
St. Anthony, continue down that river to | 
its mouth, including the building of 
levees on the lower half of the stream; 
it includes, of course, the Missouri, 
Arkansas, Ohio, and Tennessee Rivers ; the 
construction of a canal from Chattanooga 
over the mountains, and to Savannah and 
Mobile, and another canal by the way of the 
Kanawha River over the mountains to Rich- 
mond, Va.; the building of a railroad from 
Western Missouri through the Indian Ter- 
ritory, New Mexico, Arizona, and Califor 
nia to the Pacific, with eastern branches 
to several points in Texas, Louisiana, and 
Arkansas ; the building of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway to Oregon, and thence to San 


Francisco ; the building of an air-line rail- 
way from Portland to Lake Erie; the build- 
ing of a national railroad from New York to 
Chicago, with branches to Cincinnati, 5St. 
Louis, and Nashville, and perhaps westward 
to Omaha... All these schemes involve an ex- 
penditure by subsidy of bonds or cash reach- 
ing in the end a thousand millions of dollars ; 
of which sum, according to all experience, 
one-half will be stolen, leavingthe works un- 
finished, or calling for another five hundred 
or a thousand millions of dollars to complete 
them. 

Chicago and Illinois protest against this 
general system in whole and in detail; they 
protest against the subsidy business from be- 
ginning to end, and they are not to be bribed 
by the Hennepin Canal to favor this omnibus 
business. It would be far cheaper for the 
citizens of Chicago to construct the Henne- 
pin Canal themselves than to be taxed for the 
railroad scheme which the St. Louis papers ac- 
vocate with so much importunate impudence, 
to say nothing of the other St. Louis scheme 
to keep the Mississippi supplied with 12 feet 
of water from that city to New Orleans,—a 
scheme which is perfectly chimerical, as it 
would be a failure after doubling the national 
debt to accomplish it. What Chicage and 
Illinois want is, that the ravenous beggars and 
swinding speculators be prevented from get- 
ting their hands and arms into the National 


Treasury. 


AMERICAN AND GERMAN BILLINGSGATE. 

One of the St. Louis papers, edited by a 
gentleman who has the reputation of being a 
connoisseur in epithets, is lost in admiration 
at the wonderful command of expletives ex- 
hibited by the Chicago 7'imes during the re- 
cent local campaign. But in expending his 
appreciation upon the American volubility, 
the St. Louis editor has failed to give the 
German side a fair showing. He should un- 
derstand, ih the first place, that there was an 
old quarrel between Mr, Srornzy and Mr. 
Hesrvc, which the campaign furnished an 
admirable opportunity of fighting out. Mr. 
Srorery has an expert in political billingsgate 
named Marrssoy, and Mr. Hestnc has Mart- 
rrson’s Teutonic peer ina man named Ras- 
rer. We presume that there is not an epithet 
in the English language unknown to the one, 
nor a German epithet unknown to the other. 
When these two individuals were let loose at 
each other, it became merely a question of 
the comparative resources of the two lan- 
guages. Thusanative and, so to speak, s 
vernacular pride was developed on either 
side, and the columns of the two journals, 
both daily, teemed with the choicest speci- 
mens of invective that the two languages 
afford. 

We do not like to admit that Mr. Raster 
was defeated by Mr. Matresow in this duel 
of hard words. Martrzson was fighting, as 
it were, with a pike, and Rasrzr went at him 
with a schlaeger, bringing to its use all the ex- 
perience and enthusiasm of the German stu- 
dent. Itis difficult to do either of them justice 
without a file of their respective newspapers, 
which, the St. Louis editor will do us the 
justice to believe, we would not keep in Tax 
Trisune office.

If the American Cuxrsterrrecp survived this 
dose, and returned to the charge with gentle 
insinuations of ‘‘ devilish, dishonest, rascally, 
unprincipled, unscrupulous, and infamously 
corrupt conspiracy,” the German antagonist 
came up smiling with “gemein und laster- 
haft Schimpfen, Laestern, Luegen, Rohheit, 
Plumpheit, Schurkenhaftigheit und Poebel- 
haftigkeit.” As we have already intimated, 
we cannot do justice to Mr. Rasrzr with- 
out a file of his paper, and passing 
over such playful little pet names 
as ‘‘Dieb” and “‘ Rauber,” we are inclined 
to. think that he finally got the best of his 
opponent when he hurled at his devoted head 
the crushing sockdolager of “ fromme-puri- 
tanische-republicanische - temperenzler-muck- 
er-und-wassersempel,” and intimated a ‘‘ mit- 
wissenschaft-an-einem-Steuerdiebstahl.” — 

In endeavoring to give eath of these ex- 
perts in invective a fair representation, and 
in giving the laurel to Raster over Marrzson, 
it is only fair to remember that Rasrer had a 
decided advantage in the language. Though 
the English may have the greater number of 
words, the German admits of an illimitable 
system of word-building, where one stamm 
will furnish a whole vocabulary; and, as to 
jawbreakers, of course the Teutonic editor 
was stocked with a supply with which the 
Anglo-Saxon editor could not hope to com- 
pete. The net result of this game of philo- 
logical battledore, however, was that both 
Hestne and Srorry got the worst of it, as it 
is generally conceded that both these editors 
were generally right, if not always polite. 

THE CENTRAL AMERICAN BEPUBLIC. 

The telegraph in our last issne announced 
the interesting fact that Guatemala on the 
15th of October celebrated her Fourth of July, 
it being the fifty-fourth anniversary of her 
independence, with artillery, fireworks, 
speeches, poems, toasts, and music, after our 
own fashion. While the people of the United 
States will be disposed to congratulate Guat- 
emala upon the fact of having reached her 
fifty-fourth year so comfortably and prosper- 
ously, they will be much more disposed to 
congratulate her upon the effort she is now 
making to revive the federation of the United 
States of Central America. On the Ist of 
July, 1823, a Federal Republic was formed by 
the union of Guatemala, Costa Rica, San Sal- 
vador, Honduras, and Nicaragua. The union, 
however, lasted but fifteen years. Civil dis- 
sensions and jealonsies combined to break it, 
and since that time the various States have 
been completely independent of each other. 


During the past few years, however, new | 


men have come into power possessed of more 


ability than their predecessors, and the peo- | 


ple themselves have regretted the breaking of 
the compact. The leadin the movement to 
restore the federation is takeh by Guatemala, 
and her Secretary of State has already issued 
a circular to each of the little Republics 
setting forth a plan by which such a union 
can be made. The plan submitted by Guate- 
mala is the adoption of a treaty between the 
five Republics by which the principal interests 
of the country may be harmonized, and still 
they may nrintain their own nationality. 
To this end itis proposed that they adopt 
liberal institutions, and maintain Central 
American territorial. integrity ; that consular 
and diplomatic representation be uniform ; 
that they shall always unite in making recla- 
mation against a foreign power, and tice Dersa ; 
that they shall be united by railroad and tele- 
graph; that their postal matters, international 
law, civil, penal, and commercial legislation, 
system of imposts, and public education shall 
be nniform ; and that the citizens of any one 
of these Republica shall have the rights of 
citizenship in all. Thisis the substance of 
the plan proposed by Guatemala, and, as all 
the Presidents of the other Republics are in 
favor of the plan, there can be but little doubt 
that it will be speedily matured. The fol- 
lowing table will show the area in square 
miles and the population of the new Re- 
public:

Neither of these Republics at present has 
any influence outside its own boundaries. 
Their union, however, will give them an im- 
portant place among American nationalities 
and a recognition by the world at large 
which they do not now enjoy. It will im- 
mensely increase the development of trade, 
commerce, production, and wealth in those 
countries, and will be productive of peace 
and harmony instead of the almost incessant 
wrangles and revolutions which have dis- 
turbed the Central American States so long. 


CURIOSITIES IN JOURNALISM. 
Yesterday's mail brought us two notable 


papers, one published in the frozen north, on 
the shores of Lake Winnipeg, far beyond the 
boundary-line of the United States, and the 
other within the limits of our own Indian 
Territory. The Winnipeg /'ree Press is a 
daily journal and a sprightly one. It is packed 
with advertisements, it has an editorial on the 
approaching victory of hard money in the 
United States, and it contains an exposure of 
the fraudulent misuse of the school-funds. 
Evidently, Winnipeg civilization is in about 
as advanced a state as ours is. Silently, but 
not slowly, Anglo-Saxon perseverance is push- 
ina the area of setilement toward regions of 
Arctic cold. The prairies of Manitoba, desolate 
enough when swept by wind and snow, are 
rich and delightful durmg the summer. Yet 
it is only a few years since this province was 
a wilderness. Now it bears that flower of 
civilization,—a daily paper. 

The /ndian Progress is a weekly journal, 
which has managed to get suppressed already 
within its brief career of two weeks. It is 
owned and edited by two Cherokee citizens, 
who put up a building on Creek soil. They 
have been ejected from this and have sus- 
pended publication for two weeks, during 
which time they mean to obtain an office 
within Cherokee boundaries. The J/ndian 
Progress is a neat looking paper, but it is 
composed mainly of vituperation. Why 
should it call the editor of the rival sheet a 
‘‘lickspittle” and a “‘dead-beat”? He is 
probably not responsible for having learned 
his trade in the editorial rooms of the Inter- 
Ocean, and he has at any rate partially re- 
deemed his character by leaving that journal. 
The Progress contains some interesting news, 
and promises in the future to be a polyglot 
curiosity. Of its thirty colamns, two are to be 
printed in Cherokee, two in Choctaw and 
Chickasaw, two in Creek and Seminole, and 
twenty-two in English. It will thus carry in- 
formation to the five civilized nations of the 
Territory. Its summary suppression seems 
to have been due to the desire of the Hon. J. 
P. C. Suanxs, Special Indian Commissioner ; 
Wri P. Ross, the defeated candidate for

In any event, we wish the Progress prosperi- 
ty. May it flourish in its hot habitat as 
lustily as the Pree Press thrives in cold Win- 
nipeg.

The Russian correspondents of both 
English and German papers seem to agree 
so fully as to the failure of the Russian crops 
that there can be but little doubt of the state- 
ment that this failure spreads generally 
throughout the country and extends to all kinds 
of grain. While the distressin Russia will af- 
ford an enlarged market for American bread- 
stuffs, the benefit to the American farmer will 
be lost entirely if the railroad combination in 
this country be not broken up. A conspiracy 
among the railroads running from the West 
to the East can literally eat up all the profit 
on the production of breadstuffs, no matter 
how high the European price may be on ac- 
count of the scant supply of Russian grain. 
The railroad combination has been made 
with a view to this absorption, and the people 
must spare no means to break it down. 
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The approaching advent of the Chinese voter 
is regarded in California as anything but a joke. 
It appears thatthere arein San Francisco be- 
tween £00 and 400 young Chinamen who will be 
legally qualified voters at the next election, hav- 
ing immigrated when under 17 years, and there- 
fore not being required to taxe out naturaliza- 
tion papers. The Chinese companies which 
fetch over the immigrants, and under contracts 
made at Hong-Kong, dispose of them almost or 
quite as absolutely as though they were slaves, 
it is reported propose to vote these young men 
at the election next year, and are fally alive to 
the advantages which will accrue to them (the 
companies) as manipulators of the Chinese ele- 
ment. Making large allowance for the preju- 
dice which ascribes to the companies the most 
sinister purposes, it is very evjdent that there 
are many rees.ns for appreheoding that the en- 
tire Chinege vote will at every election be in the 
market, and altogether likely that the Celes:iats 
will make facile progress in allthe arts of re- 
peating and voting new arrivals almost as soon 
as they are off ship-board. Their im- 
measurable contempt for all our  institu- 
tions, the enormous vanity which leads them 
to regard themaeives as superior beings and 
the Americans as mere outside barbarians, and 
the further well-autbenticated fact t in Cali- 
fornia they rigidly msintain among* themselves 
the Chinese code, and feel no concern in the 
laws or ivstitations of the State, all tend to con- 
firm the fears expressed on this score. For the 
last few years the Caoinese immigrants (a!! of 
whom are fetched to California by the com- 
panies) have mainly been young men from 16 to 
20 years of age. The Chinese contempt of the 
outside barbarians is not greater than that of 
the Californians for the Celestials, and nobody 
in the State has paid sufficient attention to the 
matter to know what proportion of the young 
Chinamen were ugder 17 years of age upon their 
arrival. Practically, therefore, it 1 within the 
power of the companies to vote ail the young 
Chinamen of about 21 years of age in the Stare, 
though with characteristic prudence it is not at 
ali probable they would attempt sucha thing at 
the first election. The other side of it is that 
the Chinese, who are never slow to learn their 
own interests, when they c»me to be voters may 
acquire enlightened views of their self-intorest, 
and decline to be bought and soid at the polla en 
masse. Admitted to full political rights, many 
of them, it may reasonably be expected, will 
abandon what is now the cherished purpose of 
every Coinaman in the Stace, of returning to 
the Flowery Kingdom. The number of these 
must naturally iucrease, aud as that sentiment 
spreads will they begin to be Americanized. 
The San Fraocisco Ledger, a bitter anti-Chinese 
organ, thinks bloodshed would be warranted to 
prev’at the Chinese voting, and makes dema- 
gogic appeals to bring it about, but mates the 
significant admission that the Californians are 
not likely to shed blood about it. The Ledger 
says: 

yall as sure as the world moves, and Nature pre-

if our present prospect of a large Chinese population 
is not founded on a miscalculation, Cuinese suffrage 
means a destruction of ali that is worth preserving in 
our form of government. We should be free in name, 
but would really be —— by an olig:rchy of the 
most unscrupilous and cunning... It is worth fighting 
for, this matter of Chinese suffrage. If our people 
were imbued with the same carnest determination to 
preserve every iotaof political liberty as animated 
the men of the thirteen colonies a century ago, the 
Pacific States would tell the Atlantic States that they 
might enact all the laws they chose, but Chinamen 
should not vote here. There is nosuch spirit here, 
however, and when the Chinamen go to the poils next 
year there will be no effective remonstrance. Perhaps 
after it becomes too late to apply a remedy we may 
wake up to the magnitude of the evil. “After us the 
deluge.” 
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The figures expose in al! ita iniquity the un- 
paralleled baliot stuffiog at Baltimore Tuesday.

THE TWENTIETH WARD. 
TEARING UP BEPUBLICAN BALLOTS. 

A Trisuxe reporter called on Mr. Horace F. 
Whate yesterday morning at his office, No. 175 
LaSalle street, and from .bim learned some 
curious things in regard to the voting in the 
First and Second Precincts of the Twentieth 
Ward. Mr. White said : 

{ was at the Fist Precinct poll, and the thing 
was a beastly fraud. The trouble abont it is the 
difficulty in fixing the blame. In, the first 
plase, the judges would not admit «4 
Repnblican challenger inside until about 9:30 or 
10 o'clock in the morning, and even then one 
chalienger only was admitted on the protest and 
representations of a number of the best people 
who live there, such men as Keith, King, Corbin, 
and others. It was owing to the determined 
effort of these gentleman that we were enabled 
to have achallenger, Two citizens kept a tally- 
list. When we asked how many votes had been 
cast up to this time, about 10 o’clock, the judges 
replied that about 200 hed been polled, and my 
belief is that out of those votes 

NOT MORE THAN FIFTY WERE LEGAL. 
I judge from what we know of last year’s 
work, and from the fact that they report 200 
more votes in the precinct than there really are, 
as estimated by our canvass. 

The way the thi: g was conducted was an out- 
rage. The poll was right on the corner in Ald. 
Jonas’ store. This Jonas is a promineat man in 
that crowd. But there is someihing back of this 
that [ have never seen mentioned. The Repub- 
lican Olub, or Citizens’ Club, of the ward re- 
quested the Board of County Commisrsioners to 
change the place of voting from Jonas’, where 
there is a saloon, to Mackin’s build.og, which is 
much better located. The Board agreed to do 
so, and said they did not see any objection to 
such acourse. Bot afterwards, Rountree. who 
is the attorney of the Board, said he guessed 
they would have to change it back to Jonas’ 
building,—this, mind you, after the promise had 
been made that it should be changed to Mackin's 


building. 
ONE OF THE JUDGES 

of the election was a judgeia the last Aldarman- 
ic and Congressional election last fall when the 
vote was proven to be franduleot in a manner 
which was satisfactory to everybody there. This 
judge was reappointed this year, notwithetand- 
ing the protests of all decent men in the ward. 
I think bis name is Champlin, but itis said that 
is an assumed name. He is a desperate charac- 


ter. 

When, as I have said, the votes were counted, 
the re:urns of the judges—the count, raiher— 
showed that about 200 more votes had beeu cast 
than were on the tally-list, and the tally-iist was 
well kept, and every vote recorded by two 
very well-known citizens of the ward, 
quite prom'nent bighly 
men, who very seidom appear in 
politics. During the entire day, Mike VUorcoran, 
Tim Casey and their ganz, woald cualienge 
every Repubician vote, and made every effort 
they couid to impede a fairvote. The police did 
very fairly under Sergt. Hathaway—very fairly 
indeed. There were so macy 200d men there 
thas they did not dare do o herwive, even if they 
had been so disposed.

Plymouth Church Proceeds to Erase 
the Names of re. Moulten and 
Deacon West from Its Koll-The 
former P Protests, and 
Reiterates Mer Charges Acaiast Mr.

New Yors, Nov. 6.—Last Sunday Beecher an- 
nounced tbat the members of Plymouth Charch 
would hold an important business meeting on 
Thursday evening.

THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
SOMETHING CONCERNING ITs STATUS AND OBIGLN. 
To the idrtor of The Chicago lrvune: 

Mapex. Mase., Nov. 2.—I have read in your 
paper two answers to my reasons why Method- 
ist Episcopalians and Protestant Episcopalians 
*qill not unite. The gentleman adJresses me 
by person, but, as he declines to give his name, I 
am prevevted from # corresponding act of cour- 
tesy- Idonotapprove of anonymous debate, 
especially when the anonymous part is a'l op 
one side. Ll must therefore address myself to 
you, asI did in the previous letter. I should 
not have thought it necessary to have noticed 
these addresses to me, but for a slight correction 
in one of my own statements, and also because 
some might think. if I paid no attention to them, 
that they were conclusive and even unanswer- 
able. I therefore crave a comparatively small 
tpace mm your columns for my reply. 

I declared the two bars toa union of these 
two Caurchés lay in the fact tha: the Protestant 
Episcopalians would vot recognize the orders of 
their sister Church as valid, and that the Method- 
ist Episcopalians would not change their system 
of itinerancy for that of their sister Cburch. 
The writer balf—perhaps more than half—con- 
sedes the possibility of the adoption of the 
itiperancy by hie Church. For he says: ‘‘Our 
riergy general'y wou!ld prefer to be sent by their 
Bishops to their fields of labor as in conformity 
to Catholic practice, and as the wiser system. 
They do not regard our vestry s'rangements as 
Scriptural or Catholic, aad would gladly be re- 
leased therefrom.” 

Bat this is only a possibility. He does not 
dream of its accomplishment. Nor does he be- 
sieve that our system of Bishops, instead of that 
of “ yesiries supplying the people with pastors 
and pasto’s with people,” will ever be adopted by 
his Church. But this poss:rbility of acceptivg the 
itinerancy for the sake of union is not matched 
by any like concessién in the matter of recogniz- 
ing orders. He dogs not even grant thé possi- 
bility of such a surrender. That was the point 
I chiefly dwelt upon. That is the point, he is 
well aware, where the difficulty of effecting union 
exists. And yet that point is never once re- 
ferred to in all these long and rome eae and 
kindly-phrased columns. It would wot have 
taken five words, not a single line of the hun-~ 
dtede be has so genially filed, to bave simply 
said, ‘‘We will recognize the orde:s of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church if that Church will 

oize ours.” 

Why did he not say it? Because be dare not. 
He kaows there is uot a miuister, hardly a vestry- 
man, of that Church who would confirm that 
deciafation. tie knows that this is a glaring im- 
possibility. Why, then, spend six or eight coi- 
ums in pleadings concerniog unity? Why ail 
the jong quotations from Protestant and En- 
glish Epi councils and leaders. when every 
one means that we shall come to tbem, sad not 
they come to ns, nor haif way tous? Does vur 
friend supvose that Dr. Pusey’s begging of the 
Wesleyans meant that the ordivations of the lat- 
ter were to be recognized? Doves he believe 
that any one of the appeais of the American or 
British Episcopaliaps which he quotes so pro- 
fusely ever intended to recognize the 

ministerial richts of the Church 
to which taese peihetio entreaties were 
directed ? If tie does, a single sentence is saffi- 
cient for its declaration. Until tha: sen:ence is 
uttered, all other utteiances are vain. They are 
* Vox, et pr.eterea nihil.” Tuere were two or 
three simpie tests which I suggested,—tue short- 
est aud simpiext being the exchanging of bis 
it with that of Ins nearest Methodist neigh- 
. Afheseeks unity under the condicion of 
equal ministerial rank, be can evinoe it easily 
and speedily in this visitie manucr. 

Till then, my declaration is unanswered and. 
unabeweralle. There is no poss.bility of union. 
Our Provestant Episcopalian brethren cling to 
csabalahG, X bad shinies ened Gn Undying, tounclty. 

t said an ying, ty. 
They think 1% would be their death wo suirender 
thatdogma, and as one thinketh in his heart, ro 
iste. They fancy every ove outside their fold, 
outside the Cbhuren; unless he isin the Greek 
or Roman communion. ‘Shey sit on the rock of 
succession, and bewail the multitude that sail 
away on the deep of ecclesiastic life, as without 
helm, or compass, or chart, or assurance of the_ 
epiy port.

We believe that if the Protestant Episcopal Church 
sl es United States is to rise to the measure of her 
duty as the Catholic Ghurch of the conatry, she must 
be ready to litew and consider a great many ideas 
which will startling at first. If she is to heai the 
divisions of this sect-torn land, it must not be by 


desire to change ite form. It “aa not the firt 
Bishop-elect, but a Biushop-elect among the first, 
who was urged to seek consecration trom Wee- 
ley's nands. I cannot vouch for the truth of the 
sory. Idid not presume to do so. I used it 
rather ee a jea d’esprit than an argument. Nor 
am I anxious to make out that John Wesley 
was ordained by Erasmus. I have no care on that 
point. I bave reed this review of the case, ana 
cannot say that your correspoodent bas proved 
a neegse. Terman is not an exhaustive aa- 
thority, nor would American Methoilists accept 
him as such, His whole story of the planting of 
our Church is rejected by us as being prejudiced 
aud uofair; #0 much eo that the American edi- 
tion is revised by notes from Dr. Able B:evens, 
to correct his partisan blunders. He has no cisno- 
sition to connects Wesley with Erasmus, because 
lie Church declined to accept the persons Wee- 
levy consecrated, and eo failed to comply with his 
wishes, while Americana Methodists did 80 
comply. But this statement of the case 
does not prove the negative. My 
frieod will see from Toplady’s charges 
that it was a crime for Wesley to receive such 
imposition. As he says, “In all this did you not 
yalpably violate the oath of supremacy,” etc. ? 
Had Wesiey acknowledged this imposition he 
would have been liable to imprisonment. With 
so many enemies his acknowledgment would 
have been fatal to bis career. But he did not 
deny these charges of Topiady. He ieft it for 
his preacher, Thomas Oliver, to do the denying. 
apd be does pot deny it. Very carefully he 

uards his words. He simply denies that Wes- 
ev asked for ordination, How if it was offered 
witbout the asking ? it is asked why he did not 
tell bis brotber Charles. Simply because bis 
brotber was so extremely High-Church that he 
would bave bruited it to the wor'd under a sense 
of duty. This 1 donotaiiirm to be the case, 
but tbat bad he been thus touched by Erasmus 
he must have obser\ed this perfect silence. 

You epeak of the difficulty of bis — such 
a favor from Erasmus, because one Bishop can- 
pot consecrate another. Such seruples migh. 
have weighed in the Greek’s mind bad he boen 
at home, but be was in England, whose succes- 
sion it is coaceded came through insufficient 
hands, and whose noncanonical imposition is the 
very imperfection that the Greeks of Bono 

robably detected in it. And so, being in Rome, 
be may have felt justifiedin doing as the Ko- 
maus did. Being in England he might have felt 
at libertyto do as Evgiand had done, and by 
an irregular but not invalad imposition transmit 
to Wesley precisely the same gift, whatever that 
might be, which had been transmitted at Nag’s 
Head to the “ entire living Augiican and Angio- 
American Episcopate.” 

In ali this macter I have no especial interest. 
If i: bas done its duty in awakening our brethren 
of the Protestant Episcopal Churca to the qués- 
tion of the less or supernor validity of tpeir or- 
ders, lam coment. It will probably remain an 
unsolved problem, a ridd'e, like so manyia bis- 
tory that bistory will never unravel. 

There is one other point in this interesting re- 
sume that is more value to us, and that is, 
Bishop C2) @Hestimate of bis own consecration. 
It is true : be did earnestly desire the anion 
of the two Cuurches. it ie trae he sought it. It 
is probably true that he offered to submit to 
ord:mation at the hands of Bisbop White, if 
such a union could be effected. But it is also 
true, as my brother fails to note, that, when his 
Metnod.st brethren grew restive under his con- 
cessions, he declared to them, * I never applied 
wo the Convention (Protestant Epicopel) for 
recoasecraiion. I never intended that eitber 
Bishop Asbury or myself should give up our 
Episcopal ordination. My proposals secured our 
discipline at all points.” 

Bashop White states that one of the outlines 
of Dr. Coke’s plan as to the Methodist ministers 
was their continuing under the ‘* superintend- 
evce then existing,” which did not involve the 
reoirdination of Bishop Asbury or of the 
Elders whom he and. Bibop Coke bad or- 
dained. Of course they repeil'ed the movement, 
for it seemed to question the validity of their 
orders, and the attempt fell to the grouni. Coke 
also is said to have declared in Engiand that he 
bad a better Episcopal ordination than the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. How was this, unless he 
believed that he had received it from Erasmus, 
and so from Titus and Paul? Bat how is this, 
you may ask, con-isieat with the willingness in 
India and in America to reconseci ated ? 
Simply because he wis.ed also to be a British 
Bishop, which he was aware was not the case. 
His English blood aud feelings sought after an 
inferior consecraiion to that which he avowed 
himself to have already possessed. 

Toat be believed in his ordination was seen 
even as late as 1793. two years nearly after Wes- 
iey’s deatn, when he and Alexander Matiber of- 
fered to ordain Adam Ciarik to the deacopaie and 
eldership, ard other Weslyao muioisters, which 
orders they were willing to receive, but a minis- 
ter named Kiliam, the tounder of the new Metb- 
odists’ connection, getup such an excitement 
over it, that they feared to go forward. Bishop 
Coke never doubted bis equal rank with Bishop 
White inthe Oburch Orthodox and Catholic, 
and even believed himse f the superior, because 
of the bet.er v.iidity of his ordainer. 

Seon after this mixed and unfortunate attempt 
to Protestant Episcopalize Methodism, be Ieft 
thee un :yandiwever returned. Bishop Asbur. 
became the recoguized sole head of the Church, 
till such time as colleagues were elected and 
coosecrated, and all efforts for uaion at the 
seeming expeuse of equal rights properly came 
to an end, 

I need only to refer to another remark. My 
friend says 1 com; lain of bie saying ** the Meth- 
odists were severed from the Charch,” and theo 
proceeds to show that Jom Wesley did not ap- 
prove of suclg severance, and that he never sev- 
ered himself from the Cburch of England. 
Why then did our brother say, *‘ The Methodists 
were severed.” We never took « step except 
under the ieadings of Wesley. If our well-read 
brocher will go to a little and very common 
book, entitied the “ Discipline of the Methodist 
Byieopal Churca,” he will nnd, oo its fire: page, 
that several years before some of these uiter- 
ances were made, he did establish the Methodist 
Episcopal Church as an independent Chevch; 
that it is said there, ‘* because of many piaces 
beimg destitate of the Christian sacraments, 
ana our venerable friend, who, uoder G.d, bad 
been the father of the great revival of religion 
now extending over the earth by means of the 


Erasmus, or of Wesley through Coke, they are 
satisfied. They are of Christ. they tbat: tastly 
beheve, and the Charch that is in Him, canoni- 
cal or not in the eves of others. is at in it- 
self, and rejoices im the presence & d Dower of 
its Master. Such has been. such long may be, 
the Methodist Episco al Charch. 

And now, when edisor or cor:espondent urges 
the union of this great body of delevers with 
avv oiher chrreh, let eaca first be careful to lay 
down conditions that do not in the least disre- 
gard.the claims and rights of the elder, larger, 
avd possibly more canoneal charch. Let them 
remeimber that ‘‘ Equality of rights is the first of 
rights.” and conduct themeelvee with {he courvesy 
thactheaxiomrequires, The toneof theappealis 
weil. Let ics offers be equally exceilent, and the 
prayer of the petit-oner wiil be in the way of be 
ine answered. Till then let each work and d vell 
apart, uniting in outward fellowshin, recogniz- 
ing the equai ecclesiastical birthrigh! of each. 
forgetting, on the one hand, the nou-giving and

MOODY COMPARED WITH OTHER BEVIVALISTs.

Brother Moody is not of scholarly habit. He 
does Dot possess a mind. 
he is natrow add sbailow. In lsoguage, his 
vocabulary is e is mot gifted with 
eloquence of any sort. He has a very lanted 
power of ratiociaation. is almost wholly 
destitute of the faculty of imagination, and bis 
only illustrations are esteries, which, taouch 
sometimes touchingly told, are of poor quality 


as stories. He never studied docirwmal tyeology, 
and is not at all conversant with the moored 
questions of Biblical interpretation. He does 
not seem to be a man of marsed ability, natural 
or acquired, in any direction, and we have oot 
been able to discover in bim-any such torce of 
character as could help to account for bis sno- 
cess. There is aco ill-defined sort of thing cailed 
personal magnetism, which some people 

to be the secret of indiviaual influence; but so 
far as we bave ever found out wha: i¢ implied by 
that term, and so far as we have observed the 
men who are eaid to be its possessors,—men like 
Heory Clay, for example,—we do not see that it 
exi-te to any extent in Brother Woody. 

In many of these respects Mr. Moody diffors 
from other renowned reviva‘iscs. John Wesley 
and George Whitetield were scholers and theolo- 
giaps, meo of eminent inteltect, and possessed of 
great powers of eloquence. Whitefield wass 
copsummace orator, had a glowing imagination, 
and moved the vast multitudes whom he ad- 
dressed through forces which are aporeciable to 
the buman mind. Weslev was vo. only a man 
of rich speech, but had the verv genius of a Car- 
vot for organization. Furchermore, both of 
tLem were men of great natural force and strik- 
ing personal character. The celebrated revival- 
ists of our times, befo.e tha appearance of 
Moody and 7, were the Rev. Mr. Finney, 
Elder Kuapp, and the Hev. Mr. Hammond, the 
last pa of whom bas been operating in che 
Western States. Koapp was a rude man, an 
extravagant sensationalist of the most excitable 
and exciting. kind, and won such success 
as be bad among people who were liable 
to be carried away by bis appeals. About ham- 
mond we kvow less, though we understand 
that bis power is principally over children, who 
are easy victims to sentimentality and terror. 
Finney, the most notable of those named, 
wrought out great resuits m big time. As a di- 
viner, be was learneo in theology aud metaphys- 
ics, belonged to the school of high Calvinism, 
and possessed a lugical faculty of such extraor- 
diaary potency that, when once he got bold of 
an andievce by means of it, every sianer before 
bim was seized with an abject feeling of help 
lessnees and despair. We have seen him gra:- 

led with a multitudes t li they seemed paralyzed.

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MOODY’S INQUIRY ROOMS. 
AN ENGLISH OPINION OF THEM. 
London Pali Mali Gaz tte. 

The system of “inguiry rooms” introduced 
by Messrs. Moody aod Sankey does pot appear 
to be altogether a success, and at a cenforence 
of ministers heid at Liverpool last weer, with 
reference to the continuance of the revival 
movement, the ‘abuses of theinguiry room” 
formed the subject of a discussion. Young per- 
sone, it seeins, have found means of eur ing 
themselves among the workers, somes of them 
gaining admission to the room on the pretense 
of being “inquirers,” and have been seen ‘*‘ talk- 
ing unscriptural rubbisa to persons old eno gh 
to be cbeir grandfathers and graadmothere.” A 
great many young men and young women, more- 
over, itis stated, use the inquiry room for the 
purpose of carrying on flirtations, and it was 
urged that too much caation could not be exer- 
cised io selecting the cersoos upon whom the 
responsibility rested of conversing with those 
who desire spiritual counsel, There can be no 
doubt that the presence of these wolves in 
sheep’s clothing ought oot to be tolerated in 
acy well-regulated inquiry toom, but it 1s to be 
fearéa there will be much difficulty in detec ing 
them. Perhaps the vest plan would be to esta>- 
liah & prelimioacy penance of a sufficiently dis- 
agreeable wnatare—such as having the head 
shaved—as a iest of sincerity.

I do not fitter myrelf to be abie to convert those who, 
like heathens, worship the Itters of the 
whom, notwithstanding this, 
book with seven seals, No ar- 
gument will be powerful enough to stop them 
m their ery, “The Bible for our public scacols! 
Tae entire Bible! King James’ Bible, with ail ite er- 
rors and with ali its f.lse headings and summaries 
over the chapters!” Let them go onin their un- 
justifiable demands, in their unholy endeav rs to 
nullify freedom of conscience, in their medieval at- 
tew pts to * Christianize” our Oonstitution and dis- 
franchise one half or three-fourths of the United 
States, Let them go on, but of you, gentlemen of the 
Board of Education, itis expected that you will do 
your duty as true Americans and act in fairness aud 
justice towards all. 

While we most decide‘tly dissent from the, main 
course of ideas in the p:e-eat laid befo:e you, we do 
not hesitate to say that to some thoughts of the same 
we subscribe most heartily and declare our full ae- 
sent, The protest saye that “mere inteliectual 
culture, uniess controiled by moral primcinie, 
is Kable © écoms a curee instead of a blessing.” Tuis 
is Most .ciimstuiy true. “Toe State bas a right,” so 
the protest saye, in another piace, “‘ to train the future 
citizep in good morals.” ‘Ye assent.and add: The 
Siate has not only a right,--it has more than this,—it 
has the duty to provide for the moral training of the 
rising generation, The American 8 ates and locai 
communities do greatly negle t their duty in this re- 
spect. Our schoo s suffer under this great fault, that 
iney pay too tittle attention to tne educ&tion of the 
chidren, end iay ail stress upon instraction,— 
inetroction in practical branches of stuches, 
u lity —this uid. ng gitar in American 
echoulrooms. ut ought this to be 
the chief aim and ovject of vur schopis? Have they 
fulfilied their great and holy task when they produce 
good arithme.iciane, effiiient bookkeepers, smart 
vuginess men 7? Is it the mam end of our American 
schco's so to bring up our youth that they may suc- 
coessiuliy run aiong in the race after riches? Cer- 
tainly not, “Our schools ougat to strive after higher 
ideas. They shouid be amvung the most mighty f..ciors 
for elevating the nation toa higher plane of morality. 
The too realistic and materialistic character of Amer- 


| ican schools should be counterbalanced by introducing 


into the ‘same a number of such studies which woaid, 
if of reasonaile value in practical life, hive tne ten- 
deucy to ennobie the he:rt, to betier the sentiineuts, 
to purify the will, and to give to the mind a bigher 
turn, 

To bring forth such s result I would respectfully 
suggest that your honorable body jass rules and regu- 
lations of the fovowiug contents: Tue ciasses shali be 
opened every morning with appropriate songs. To 
this singing ten minutes shall be devoied. The next 
thirty minutes in the first morning bour sbaii be de- 
v to instr..ction 1n unsectarian stucies, and in the 
two highest grades of empirical philosojhy. It is not 
difficult to grade properiy the rich material of unde 
nominational ethics, in the lower grsdes instractions 
might be given on the duties of children to them- 
selves, to tacir parent, teachers, playmates, grown 
people in general, etc. In a higher grade the.r hearts 
might be impressed with the duties of masters towards 
servants, and of servanis towards masters, with the 
wutusl relations of members of a family, wita 
the idea of faithfulness in one’s station in life, 
with tue duties of the citizen towards the State and 
.he Govern ent, ete. In the next grade a systematized 
course of ethics might be guvne through, spd bere 
would be the proper piace to define sticu conceptions 
of virtue end vice, good and evil, truth and untruth. 
Egotism as the root of all evil might be shown up prop- 
erly, characters of men might be amalyzed, and so 
forta. For the highest grades, as we have indicated 
above, empirical peychology might be instructed in to 
the great advantage of the morai elevation of the cb‘l- 
Gren, In the imparting of such leseous we wouid dcem 
it ;roper (and we believe none would Object to this) to 
quote carefuliy-eelected verses from the Bible and to 
have them memorized byé®he children, or to 
relate stories from sacred hittory as weil 
as from profane history in illustration of the lessons 
given, which therevy might be made highiy interest- 
ing, and captivating the children. I do not know 
wuetber there be such text-Looks of unsectarian 
ethics extant. If there ehould none such exist which 
you consider suitable for your purpose, it might be a 
wise action if the honcr,vie Board weuld offer a prize 
of several bundred douars for the best graded text- 
book in undenominational ethics, Respectfully sub-

In perusing the foregoing documeut once more, I 
find that I have given a very deficient and incon:p ete

THE OHIO ELECTION. 


Views of Still Another English Paper. 
Lo non Telegraph, Oct. 14, 

In the late contest in Obio, the immediate is- 
sues, se; up as rallying cries, were singularly 
well defined. Toey did not turn on avy of the 
old points of difference, so many of which, in- 
deed, have disap eared. The watchwords, va- 
ried, of course, by iocal peculiarities, were 
“bard money” on the Republican, and “rag 
mouey”™ on the Democratic side; in other 
words, the crocial question was, should the na- 
tioval policy be so directed as to ingure av early 
return to a metallic cursency, or should the 
Government not only continue to upboid 
bat merease the ivoonvertible paper in cir- 
culation? BStrictiy aking, these were bad 
grounds on which to fight a party battls, seeing 
that the heaith of the Union is so greatly de- 
peedent op the adoption of solid, fiscal, and 
lipaocial pripoiples. But factions give liitie 
heed to bigher considerations when. once em- 
barked on a struggie for office; and instead of 
obeying the dictates of reason are apt to con- 
sider ouly the advantages of “one system of po- 
litical tactics over another. It was probably 
judged Sexpeaient to adopt “inflation” as a 
platform, because the dupes of a plausible 
theory, vot unknown amongst ourselves, were 
most pumerous in the West, and especially 
stroog throughout the basin of the Mis- 
sis-ippi. The astute leaders who manage 
elections may also have counted on dis- 
integrating the Republicans by the course 
adopted ; and the event, doubtful to the last, 
sbows tba: they did uot work without some war- 
rant. Nevertheless, it has now been made plain 
that they were guilty of @ grave error and strik- 
ing miscalculation. Moreover, they were not 
alone. Tbe Penasylvacian advocates of paper, 
as Opposed to cash, gave their countenance to 
the heresy, and mserted ‘‘ soft money” in their 
State programme. New Eng.and and New York 
alike repudiated the cry, aod thus tue Democrat- 
ic party displayed a want of unity. But, baving

AN ITALIAN TRAGEDY. 


Wife-“lurder in Rome. 
London Timea, 

Rome, Oct. 10.—Tbe Roman Cours of Assizes 
has passed sentence of deatn upon a murderer, 
the verdict for once having been unaccompanied 
by the recommendation of extenuating circum- 
stances. 

Ov the morning of the trial, and notwithstand- 
ing that pearly five months have passed since 
the crime was committed, a crowd assembled be- 
times at the door of the prison. Astbhe murder- 
er was brought out, the mob saluted hia with a 
etorm of hisses, groans, and imprecations, ana, 
accompacying the van, kept up the same cho- 
rus slong the entire route from the pris- 
on to the court. As they rushed into 
the Court- House when—after the prisoner had 
been pleced im the dock and tne Court had 
eutered—thé doors were opened, they buried 
another storm of deiestation upon bim: when 
he attempted to excuse the deed by seeking to 
cast ah imputation on bis young wife’s charac- 
ter, the women in the crowd ehrieked out, *‘ A 
morie! A morte!” and, when bis victim's 
mother had given her evidence, she strode along 
the estrade on which the witnesses sit so be ex- 
amined, aud, raising her hand aloft before the 
President, cried out, ‘“ Vogiio la sna testa; 
avete capito? Vogliola sua iesia.” (“I wane 
wrk do you understand me? I want bis 

ead,”) 

kelomens Ricci—or, as she was called by those 
who knew her, *‘La bella granaroia ”—was 
Trasteverina of great beauty,—tuat type so well 
known through the por traits of Raphael's ** For- 
parina.”

Third—The payment of the salary at 8754 
month to Third-Assistant Inspector, to be in- 
creased under certain eooditivos, is unlawful, 
and in violation of the ueages of the Inspection 
Depariment. 

Fourth—Such appointments are ects of the 
grossest injustice to the proprietors of the 
elevators, to the old aud respectable body of 

rofessional inspectors who have made a life- 

oag study of the grain bus_ness of Chicago, and 
lastly, the gross injustice is apparent of order- 
ing an incompetent person, who has filed his 
own bond as security for his own shortcomings, 
to report to a Third-Assistant Lospector in an- 
otber elevator, subjecting such Third-Assistant 
to all the charges and annoyances which ship- 
pers might have cause to present on shipments 
made by such apprentices, and would raise gues- 
tions of law that might cost such Toird As- 
sistant a great deal of money to extricate himse!f 
from this act of official assurance and blundering. 

It is also charged that Gen. Smith was 
‘faliy aware of the fact that Elevator B was 
strictly « corn bouse and that he kuew it was an 
impossibility for this appointee to acquire acy 
knoxuledge whatever of grain inspection, the ap- 
pointment being for the parpose of an excuse, 
to draw wages under the appearance of services, 
which he certainly could not render without the 
aid of Major B. 

R.—Are the 

WAREHOUSE COMMISSIONERS 
aware of this commission being issued? 

Mr. A.—Of course they are, but they are so 
completely overawed by the Granger influence, 
acting through its mouthpiece, the Governor, 
that they prefer to le: it pass without objecting 
to it. As honest men they shouid have refused 
to sanction any such commission. 

R.—Have you given me ail of the case ? 

Mr. A.—By bo means: 

THE WORST FEATURE 
of it is yet untold. Elevator B bas been closed 
for two months. When an elevator closes, the 
house Inspector is asualiy suspended, getting 
no pay unless assigned to other duty. In this
